Established in 1969 as an outgrowth of the Faculty Senate, The College Sen- 
ate is the legislative body of the college. Consisting of student, faculty, and ad- 
ministrative representatives, the purpose of the Senate is to study, discuss, and 
make recommendations to the president and in turn to the Board of Trustees 
concerning academic, student, or faculty policies. 

Under the leadership of Peter Blewett, president, John Bassett, vice-presi- 
dent, and Anne Hurton, secretary, the Senate has acted upon many issues this 
year. Most of the work of the Senate is done in its committees. The three ma- 
jor committees are the Educational Policies Committee, which is empowered to 
make recommendations on such matters as curricula, admissions, all new 
standards and new programs of study, the Student Affairs Committee, which 
discusses all questions relating to student life and activities and the College Af- 
fairs Committee which has the broadest powers of all the committees in that it 
concerns itself with all matters that are of general interest to the college. These 
may include, commencement, college calendar, bookstore, college publications 
and planning. 

Meetings are held on the last Thursday of the month at four o’clock p.m. 
and are open for all to attend. 
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ACCREDITATION 


Allegations have been made about the recent debacle 
that comes periodically around here -it's called 
accreditation! According to my spies in the Administration 
and in the Education department the entire thing was a 
giant put-up job -calculated to place Lowell State College 
in the most favorable light for the benefit of visiting 
N.C.A.T.E. investigators. Certain committees, dedicated to 
the enhancement of the teacher education programs, were 
stacked with sympathetic students, and committees 
themselves were hastily formed to coincide with the 
N.C.A.T.E. arrival, so the charges say. With this 
background, it would seem evident that '"certification** is 
indeed more important than proper teacher preparation. 

On the other hand, it is alleged that “ accreditation is 
our middle name/* and because of our if State-ness**, 
accreditation is merely a formality. If this is the case, then 
we can only assume that these committees on teacher 
preparation are valuably working after all -otherwise, why 
would they exist? It is a conundrum worthy of note. 

We do know that some faculty and students were 
questioned about what is right and what is wrong around 
here. We do know that honest answers, although guarded 
answers at times, were given in response to investigators * 
probes. The time of the periodic accreditation should be a 
time for reflection of our goals, merits and debits ; from 
these inner searches, programs which benefit individuals 
and the entire college community should emerge. Is this the 
case? 

Administrators have been noticeably busy with 
N.C.A.T.E. preparations. With accreditation on-campus 
over, it is time to get the answers from our administration. 
Where are we going, and how well are we getting there? 
ALONG ROLFE STREET— With the accreditation last 
week, we noticed some faculty members and high-ranking 
students -norm ally dishevelled in appearance -all spruced 
up. Looked like a funeral I . . . What local professor was 
advised to get a haircut by one of the N.C.A.T.E. team? . . . 
Ever notice how the LTI calendar seems more extensive 
than LSC*s? What*s happening here, baby?... Deep 
rumblings in the English department, no? . . . Confidential 
to PCS-wet butterflies never fly at night . . . The price of 
solace for one LSC student may be the price of a new 
speaker-loud for the cafeteria. The days of the student 
rip-off must end now! 


Editorial 

Empty Rhetoric 


Last Wednesday the Student Council 
engaged in one of its rare polemic battles. The issue on the 
surface was the allocation of $200 of Student Government 
funds (derived from our $35 activity fee) to the Concordia 
Hall dormitory for various, sundry items. After debate had 
begun, the issue became quite clear. Does the 
Administration have the moral, or legal right to make final 
decisive action on council budget approvals, as Peter 
Tsaffaras and William Dorfman suggested? Or, is the SGA 
solely responsible for its expense allocations? 

It is quite clear to the student council members that 
the spirit of the fund allocations has been upset by the 
Dorm Council-for its purchase of a ping-pong table and 
establishment of a “sympathy fund/’ Neither of these 
activities it was pointed out, affect the entire college 
community, and should be deleted from the roles of 
legitimate SGA expenditures. We would agree with council 
that the decision of the Dorm council appears somewhat 
fatuous in this respect. But we should also point out that 
the residents of the dormitory are special members of the 
college community. They must endure the rigors of 
institutional cooking, the trauma of close-quarter living, 
and the separation from healthy, family-unit relationships. 
It should also be pointed out that the dorm residents 
become representatives of the student body on campus 
during weekends, when commuter students are enjoying 
their own community of family and friends. Surely, 
something should be allocated to meliorate the life in 
Concordia Hall. Two hundred dollars, if spent properly, is 
not too much to ask. 

As for the more pressing question of auspices of SGA 
funds, Dr. O’Leary said he would never force the SGA to 
allocate funds to the dorm. In fact, the Administration will 
give the necessary funds to the Dormitory. It appears, then, 
that the lengthy argument of Wednesday evening was all for 
naught. The Student Council (and apparently the SGA 
staff) were misinformed concerning Administration’s 
intentions. The hour wasted in debate over SGA powers 
could have been spent in more productive ways. We hope 
this lesson on futility will educate our councilors-let them 
first seek out the answers before they engage in 
meaningless, divisive rhetoric.

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Lowell State College To Show "civilisation" FILM SERIES 


“Civilisation,” the renowned color 
film series on the cultural life of 
Western man, written and narrated by 
art historial Kenneth Clark, will be 
shown at LSC beginning Nov. 10 at 12 
noon in Little Theater. A second 
showing for the Lowell community 
will be held Nov. 10 at the Parker 
Gallery of the Whistler House at 8 
P.M. 

LSC will receive the thirteen 
fifty-minute “Civilisation” films on 
loan free of charge from the National 
Gallery of Art in Washington, under a 
new program offered through the 
Gallery’s Extension Services. 

This distribution program has 
been made possible by matching grants 
totaling $181,056 from the National 
Endowment for the Humanities and 
from Xerox Corporation. Normal 
rental fee for this series would be 
$2,000 to $3,000 and purchase price 
would be $7,000 a set. 

Under the program, which began 
this fall, the films are being distributed 
to colleges and universities with fewer 
than 2,000 undergraduates. 
Approximately 400 institutions can 
participate in the program each year, 
with an estimated 3,000,000 annual 
audience. 

Each college will receive the films 
in sequence, one a week. There will be 
two showings of each, both without 
charge— one for the college and one for 
the local community. 

The film to be seen this week, the 
first in the series, is “The Skin of Our 
Teeth,” which concerns the Vikings,

the Dark Ages, and Charlemagne. 

“The distribution program has 
been designed,” said J. Carter Brown, 
Director of the National Gallery, “to 
make it possible for audiences all over 
the country to see the “Civilisation” 
films on the large screen and with the 
fidelity of their original film form. In 
addition, it will offer institutions a 
means of strengthening relations with 
their local communities by sponsoring 
the second showing for the general 
public. College presidents, rather than 
art, history or humanities 
departments, have been asked to 
sponsor the program, in order to 
emphasize its availability to the whole 
student body. 

Since its American premiere at the 
National Gallery in November, 1969, 
the entire “Civilisation” series has 
been shown nearly a hundred times 
and drawn more than 275,000 viewers 
at the Gallery. It is currently being 
seen throughout the United States on 
National Educational Television, 
supported by a grant from Xerox 
Corporation. 

In the series, Kenneth Clark 
traces, from an avowedly personal 
point of view, the story of Western 
civilization through the visual arts, 
music, literature, and political history, 
from the fall of the Roman Empire 
through the 20th century. The films 
were originally produced for the 
British Broadcasting Corporation, 
which sent Lord Clark, two producers, 
and a three-man camera crew on a 
two-year mission through eleven

countries to film the series. In Lord 
Clark’s word, the aim was “to define 
civilisation in terms of creative power 
and the enlargement of human 
faculties.” 

The film’s many subjects include 
the Gothic cathedrals, the age of 
chivalry, St. Francis of Assisi, the 
Renaissance and the Reformation, the 
baroque and rococo, bourgeois 
democracy in Holland and the Dutch 
painters, the Enlightenment in Europe 
and America, romanticism and 
revolution in the 19th century, and 
modern technology and materialism. 

In honor of Lord Clark’s many 
contributions to art education as 
Director of the National Gallery, 
London (1934^45), Slade Professor of 
Fine Arts, Oxford University (1946-50 
and 1961-62), author of several books 
and creator of the “Civilisation” series, 
the National Gallery has presented him 
with its Medal for Distinguished 
Service to Education in Art. 

The Gallery’s Extension Services 
serve the nation through a varied 
program of activities ranging from 
films and reproductions to special 
publications. Although the emphasis 
of the Services is on the National 
Gallery’s collections, attention also 
goes to ways in which these collections 
relate to subjects of current topical 
interest and concern in the world. 
Schools and groups may obtain further 
information through the office of the 
Assistant Administrator (Extension 
Services).

Future of Athletics at LSC 

Points to Ponder Athletic Fee Increase: 


1. Lowell State’s Athletic budget is the lowest of all the 
colleges in our conference. In ninth place is North Adams 
with a budget of $31,000.00. We are a distant tenth with 
$18,000.00. 

2. In 1971-72 only $1,544.00 was allocated for equipment 
for six varsity sports. 

3. In 1971-72 only $45.90 was allocated for equipment for 
Men’s intramurals. 

4. New uniforms should be purchased for the varsity 
athletic teams on a rotating basis. At present the baseball 
team plays in suits taped together. 

5. Varsity teams should have practice uniforms to preserve 
the game suits and provide a healthy circumstance during 
daily work-outs. 

6. Meal money for our athletes is insufficient. No team in 
the conference provides less than $4.00 for a dinner. Most 
provide $5.00. (We provide $3.00) 

7. Each varsity team should be provided with one overnight 
trip a season as an added incentive to our student-athletes 
to participate. 

8. Our coaches are paid through the Athletic Fund and not 
the Commonwealth. We must raise the salaries of these 
people to provide them with compensation commensurate 
with their contribution to the college. 

9. Physical Education equipment is purchased through the 
Athletic Fund. 

10. An opportunity to participate on a varsity and 
intramural level should be provided for more of our 
students by the addition of more sports and activities as 
these are made known. 

11. Lowell State’s Athletic Fee is the lowest of all the 
colleges we compete against. In ninth is Fitchburg with a 
fee of $25.00. 

12. Our poor financial circumstance results in a situation 
that makes all our programs (classroom-varsity-intramural) 
inadequate in terms of meeting the total needs of the 
students. 

13. Increasing our budget will make co-ed ucational, 
off-campus activities such as bowling, swimming and golf 
possible. 

14. Students and faculty members have shown a strong 
interest in having soccer as a varsity sport. The increase in 
fees may make this possible. 

15. A fee increase will make it possible for us to make full 
use of our facilities by opening them up on weekends. 

16. Increasing the potential participation of all students in 
our total program is a bargain at $5.00 a semester, 
(approximately 33 cents a week) 

17. We have always strived for a circumstance that created a 
sport for everyone and everyone for a sport. We need 
YOUR help to make this a reality. 


Yes or No?

The upcoming referendum on whether or not to raise 
the athletic fee is one of the more important questions to 
face the entire college community this year. The result of 
this vote will determine the future of athletics, both Varsity 
and Intramural, at LSC. 

A negative vote will insure the demise of all programs 
at this college. Due to the inflationary trend of the 
economy your negative vote will not only doom any plans 
for new athletic programs but will result in a situation 
which will make it impossible for the school to maintain 
the present programs. 

A “yes” vote will greatly aid the physical education of 
all students at LSC. It will enable the Physical Education 
department to offer more courses to satisfy the needs of 
the students. It will enable them to increase the size and 
area for physical education and training. It will also mean 
the formation of a varsity soccer team. This new team will 
fill the large gap in spectator sports at LSC caused by the 
inadequacies of the present athletic fee. 

This move to increase the athletic fee was unanimously 
approved by the Student Council.
